The   Last  Issue  of  the  33rd 
Volume   of   the   Record 

This  the  July  number  of  the  Alumm  Kkcord  of  the 
year  of  1959  is  the  last  issue  of  the  33rd  \'oluine.  The 
Alumni  Record  was  established  by  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Dabney,  aii  eminent  alumnus  of  the  College.  The  first 
issue  came  out  in  October  1926. 

The  HEroRD  has  been  published  without  interruption 
since  the  first  issue  and.  of  course,  the  34th  Volume 
will  begin  with  the  October  issue  of  this  year. 

It  can  be  safely  stated  that  this 
publication  has  been  an  invaluable 
asset  to  the  College.  It  has  aroused 
great  interest  in  the  alumni,  and  has 
kept  them  well  informed  as  to  wliat 
the  College  is  doing,  the  changes  and 
progress  made,  and  brought  the 
alumni  closer  to  their  Alma  Mater. 
Besides  giving  current  information 
about  the  College,  its  students,  and 
its  Alumni,  it  has  contained  valuable 
articles,  among  them  sketches  of 
prominent  men  who  have  I'eceived 
their  college  education  here  and  have 
gone  out  from  its  classic  shades  to 
positions  of  importance  in  every  field 
— jxilitical,  as  teachers,  ministers, 
members  of  the  bar,  and  in  various 
business  activities.  It  has  been  said 
more  than  once,  that  if  the  Alumni 
Record  had  been  started  thirty  years 
earlier,  it  would  have  contained  an 
almost  complete  history  of  the  Col- 
lege, for  the  reason  that  in  those 
earlier  issues  the  editorial  staff  would 
have  .sought  out  data  about  alumni 
who  had  attended  the  College  many  years  before  the 
first  issues.  Even  those  issues  in  the  33rd  Volume  have 
harked  back  numy  years,  and  have  furnished  much  in- 
formation of  students  who  were  at  College  a  long  time 
before  the  first  issue  of  The  Record  was  jiublished. 

For  a  great  period  of  time  tho.se  who  carried  on  the 
work  of  The  Record  did  so  without  any  compensation. 
However,  in  later  years  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
provide  compensation  for  .some  of  those  who  are  carrying 
on  the  work  of  getting  out  this  publication,  but  even  this 
has  been  a  comparatively  modest  outlay. 

We  confidently  believe  that  the  successive  volumes  of 
The  Record,  the  first  issue  of  which  will  a[)pear  the 
coming  October,  will  continue  on  without  interruption 
and  maintain  and  in  all  likelihood  improve  the  high 
standard  which  has  been  the  characteristic  of  the  pub- 
lication since  its  beginning  and  for  which  the  editors 
have  constantly  striven.

He  is  a  member  of  the  Theta  Chi  social  frater- 
nity, Omicron  Delta  Kappa  honorary  leadership  frater- 
nity, and  Sigma  Upsilon,  honorary  literary  fraternity. 
He  has  been  serving  on  the  College  Library  Committee 
and  other  imjiortant  faculty  committees.  In  addition  he 
is  on  the  .\thletic  Council,  and  a  member  of  the  faculty 
Academic  Council.  Tliese  activities  show  the  imjxu-tant 
places  which  he  has  held  looking  to  the  rendering  of 
valuable  service  to  the  College.

To  the  Alumni: 

The  roUowiiig  paragraphs  will  deal  with  books,  those 
living,  pulsing  jniges  wliicli  emancipate  mankind  from 
the  provineiatism  of  time  and  space.  I  shall  impose 
on  you  certain  subjective  reflections;  Itooks  are  posses- 
sions so  intimate  in  character  that  comments  invite  im- 
moderate use  of  the  ]>ronoun  "1."  Jn  a  sense,  it  is 
ridiculous  that  I  write  of  treasured  volumes,  for,  in  com- 
pany with  college  presidents  everywhere  I  find  my  read- 
ing nowadays  largely  restricted  to  timetable  and  tele- 
phone directory.  No  wonder  that  academic  administra- 
tors head  that  esoteric  organization  known  as  Illiterates 
Anonymous !  Grant  me  a  moment  to  bemoan  this  miser- 
able state  of  affairs.  Administrative  concern  for  books 
sliould  be  personal  as  well  as  professional;  contempla- 
tion of  the  library  should  arouse  something  more  than  a 
mild  nostalgia. 

In  pondering  this  overwhelming  subject  I  venture 
to  observe  that  not  only  presidents  and  deans  but  even 
alumni  might  review  the  place  of  planned  reading  in 
their  lives.  At  the  acknowledged  risk  of  elevating  your 
personal  index  of  discomfort  these  warm  summer  days, 
1  venture  to  pose  a  question  or  three.  AVas  the  com- 
meucement  orator  only  prattling  when  he  reminded 
your  class  that  the  undergraduate  years  merely  pro- 
vided an  introduction  to  a  life  of  learning?  What  is  the 
state  of  your  library?  And,  more  important  than  this, 
what  is  the  state  of  your  reading?  There  are  many 
educated  men  who  never  went  to  college,  but  all  truly 
educated  men  go  to  their  books  and  often. 

Even  the  physical  properties  of  a  good  liook  should 
satisfy  the  senses.  Fingers  move  over  binding  and  page. 
Does  the  volume  handle  well?  Good  buckram  or  tooled 
leather  soothes  the  tactile  members.  Has  the  binder 
reached  that  golden  balance  between  tightness  which 
demands  a  maddening  effort  and  slackness  which  sur- 
renders form  and  .shape  And  observe  the  title  page.  Is 
it  the  open  door,  the  greeting  which  says,  "Come  in?" 
And  that  paper,  does  a  crude  gloss  blind  tired  eyes,  or  is 
the  stock  good  and  substantial  to  the  purpose,  urging 
the  finger  tips  to  turn  the  page  and  yet  another  and 
another?  Is  it  a  paper  into  which  type  may  bite  with 
certainty  and  yet  without  mutilation  of  the  stock? 

And  that  type,  what  history  is  hinted  in  those  curves 
and  kerns  1  The  ])onderous  Black  Letter,  imitating  the 
art  of  the  medieval  calligrapher,  gives  way  to  the  fine- 
spun Caslon,  and  then  later  to  more  dramatic  modern 
faces.  The  main  point:  does  the  type  blend  with  the 
subject  discussed  ?  Is  there  basic  harmony  in  composi- 
tion? Question  piles  on  question,  but  all  of  the  queries 
come  back  to  the  problem  of  iwp. 

Of  course  one  should  keep  his  favorites  on  a  bedside 
table.  Have  you  ever  reviewed  your  Shakespeare  early 
in  the  morning  and  discovered  treasures  which  you 
were  either  too  young  or  too  foolish  to  observe  when  tlie 
plays  were  "required  reading"?  (Parenthetically,  with 
regard  to  matutinal  readings  I  remind  you  of  an  al- 
mo.st  invariable  entry  in  William  Byrd's  Secret  Diary: 
"\  rose  about  (!,  read  Hebrew  and  Greek.  I  prayed  and 
had  coffee."  This  colonial  gentleman  is  telling  us  some- 
thing.) T'ul  fur  escape,  flights  more  fancy  than  those  of 
any  satellite  nose  cone,  what  do  you  stack  within  ami's 


i-eacli  of  your  pillow?  In  naming  his  favorites  my  friend 
Senator  Iioi)ert  K.  Brock,  editor  in  chief  of  the  Record, 
listed  Treitsure  Island  as  a  book  to  be  read  and  re-read. 
I  recall  that  a  great  economist  whom  I  know  well  is  now 
concentrating  on  Plutarch's  Lives.  As  for  my.self,  I  look 
with  special  favor  on  Huckleberry  Finn  for  those  tours 
of  the  imagination  from  which  one  alights,  refreshed 
and  invigorated.  But  in  that  pile  there  is  the  inevitable 
Complete  Sherlock  Holmes,  and  the  little  known  and 
thrilling  Rogue  Mule,  by  (ieoft'rey  Household,  first  pub- 
lished in  serial  form  in  the  Atlaiilic  about  1940  I 
believe. 

I  shall  not  deal  with  Biblical  commentaries  here — I 
am  in  no  sense  an  authority  in  that  field — but  I  wisli 
to  remind  you  of  two  wonderful  books.  Baillie's  .4  Diary 
of  Private  Prayer  and  his  Readings  might  well  bracket 
whatever  version  of  the  Bible  you  prefer  for  private 
hours. 

Have  you  tliought  aliout  the  paperbacks  recently  ? 
They  provide  a  marvelous  opportunity  to  build  a 
magnificent  personal  library  at  a  minimum  cost.  Most 
of  the  great  books  are  available  in  this  cheap  format. 
Here  indeed  is  a  handsome  result  of  mass  production. 
There  is  much  trash,  to  be  sure,  but  also  a  grand  store 
of  solid  literature,  most  of  the  volumes  costing  from 
twenty-five  to  ninety-five  cents. 

From  where  I  am  typing  I  can  see  on  my  shelf  Gilbert 
Highet's  The  Art  of  Teaching,  Alfred  Stefferud's  The 
Wonderful  World  of  Books,  Toequeville's  Democracy  in 
America,  Oliver  Simon's  Introduction  lo  (Typography, 
Robert  B.  Downs'  Books  that  Changed  Ihe  World.  On 
and  on  we  may  go,  and  not  a  one  costing  over  three 
gallons  of  gasoline  or  four  packs  of  cigarettes. 

Here  on  the  Hill  we  are  hoping  soon  to  establish  a 
corner  for  the  sale  of  paperbacks  to  the  students  and 
faculty  members,  paperbacks  from  a  well-chosen  stock  of 
good  books.  The  undergraduate  years  provide  a  time  for 
a  basic  collection,  and  we  woulcl  encourage  the  creation 
of  student  libraries,  furniture  for  future  homes  as  well 
as  instruments  of  the  present  hours. 

What  about  the  use  of  the  College  Library?  I  am 
happy  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  most  gratifying 
increase  in  the  reading  of  books  here  on  the  Hill.  1 
quote  from  the  annual  report  just  ])repared  by  Mr.  Paul 
Grier,  our  Librarian : 

"Tlie  total  number  of  books  circulated  for  home  use 
during  tile  school  year  was  8,221.  an  increase  of  1,594 
(19. ;5  per  cent)  over  1957-58  and  an  ini'rease  of  3,009 
(36. ()  per  cent)  over  1956-57.  This  figure  does  not  in- 
clude the  use  of  books  and  periodicals  inside  the  library 
building  nor  does  it  include  the  use  of  reserve  books." 

Mr.  Grier  observes  that  circulation  has  reached  an 
all-time  high,  "that  the  collection  of  bound  periodicals 
and  the  periodical  indexes  are  being  used  to  a  larger 
extent  than  lieretofore ;  and  the  student  use  of  the 
library  Ijuiidiiig  from  the  time  of  opening  at  8:30  a.m. 
until  the  closing  hour  of  11  :II0  |i.m.  has  shown  a  markeil 
increase. 

"During  the  academic  year  the  library  was  o]ien  a 
total  of  84  hours  per  week,  an  increase  of  5  hours  per 
week  over  last  year.  During  the  examination  periods  the 
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closing  time  was  extended  from  11:00  p.m.  until  mid- 
night. This  move  has  met  witli  approval  from  members 
of  the  student  body." 

Obviously  much  of  the  imj)rovement  of  services  of- 
fered in  the  Library  arises  from  an  enlargement  of  our 
])rofessional  staff.  The  position  of  Reference  Librarian 
was  established  last  September.  The  appointment  was 
held  this  year  by  Mr.  Paul  Cousins.  Jr.,  who,  to  our 
regret,  has  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  Emory  Uni- 
\ersity.  A  successor  has  nut  as  yet  been  chosen. 

(iifts  to  the  Library  during  the  last  year  were  most 
lu'l]iful.  Although  the  complete  list  of  donors  cannot 
\>f  given  here  because  of  space  limitations  I  must  note 
an  extremely  generous  grant  from  Dr.  Charles  G. 
Keigner  of  Baltimore,  not  only  sustaining  a  special  col- 
lection in  philosophy  and  psychology  which  lie  annually 
supports,  but  providing  for  a  substantial  purchase  of 
books  in  the  social  sciences.  Physical  improvements  in  a 
basement  room  were  made  possible  through  the  generos- 
ity of  Miss  Gertrude  McClintock  of  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, long-time  friend  of  Dr.  Gammon. 


With  reference  to  the  future,  I  report  that  faculty 
and  student  committees  are  studying  carefully  the 
facilities  which  .should  go  into  the  proposed  new  library. 
There  have  been  trips  by  faculty  memliers  and  students 
to  library  buildings  at  other  institutions.  All  of  us 
eagerly  await  reports  from  the  capital-funds  campaign, 
reports  which  will  determine  the  fate  of  our  hopes  for 
remedying  archaic  conditions  in  our  present  library 
structure  and  elsewhere. 

In  conclusion  I  remind  our  alumni 
Thomas  C'arlyle.  "The  true  University 
a  collection  of  books."  Certainly  a  college  is  more  than 
books,  but  it  must  always  include  the  books.  I  invite  all 
of  you  to  the  contemplation  of  an  educational  experience 
for  Hampden-Sydney  students  enriched  by  a  building- 
for-books,  inviting,  urging  by  its  nature,  that  men  keep 
the  company  of  the  great  minds  spread  on  the  printed

The  sermon  to  the  graduating  class  was  preaciied  in 
College  Church  on  June  7  by  the  Reverend  A.  II. 
Ilollingsworth,  Jr..  jiastor  of  the   Second   Presbyterian 


Church,  Roanoke,  Va.,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

i)i\  Hdllingswortli's  theme  was  the  means  by  which 
man  can  achieve  personal  security  in  a  modei'n  civiliza- 
tion cliaractei'ized   by  frantic-  fear.  Taking  as  his  text 
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Mark  10:3,2,  he  emniierated  four  meiisiires  by  wiiicli 
man  can  judge  his  success  in  achieving  security,  a 
security  that  must  stem  from  knowledge  of  and  belief 
in  the  gospel  as  Jesus  Christ  taught  and  preached  it. 

"Man  begins  to  be  secure  when  he  maintains  the  in- 
tegrity of  life's  pur]ioses  against  all  pressures."  Stand- 
ing lirm  amidst  temptations  that  confront  him  daily  is 
a  test  that  tries  the  strongest  of  us. 

"Man  is  secure  when  he  can  face  and  handle  life's 
stern  denials."'  The  world  often  says  "No",  and  the 
mature  man  is  he  who  can  accept  these  denials.  Ood, 
too,  says  "No",  and  man  must  moid  his  life  to  for- 
bearance in  the  face  of  denial. 

"Man  is  secure  when  he  chooses  to  live  by  the  disci- 
])line  of  self-effacement."  In  a  world  in  wliicli  most  men 
sti'iiggle  for  the  to])  spots,  the  secui-e  man  wlio  works 
lii'st  for  the  benefit  of  his  fellow  men  and  the  glory  of 
God  is  vital  to  the  continued  existence  of  the  human 
race.  "We  need  Christian  statesmen  who  have  honor ; 
whom  greed  cannot  buy,  lust  for  ottice  cannot  tarnish." 
Even  to  the  minister  can  come  ecclesiastical  ichilatry. 
selfishness  of  purpose.  To  the  secure  man.  working  for 
the  glory  of  God  must  rank  first. 

"ITltimate  security  comes  when  man  takes  Christ  for 
what  and  who  He  is  and  follows  Him  with  decisive 
dedication."  As  the  disciples  were  afraid  when  Jesus 
pr('(li<-ted  the  end  of  his  ministry  on  earth,  so  may 
moilern  man  be  afi'aid  ;  but  as  the  disciples  rallied  to 
follow  Christ,  so  must  we  today. 

Participating  in  the  service  with  Dr.  HoUingsworth 
were  Dr.  Ben  I^.  Lacy,  college  eha])lain,  and  President 
.Tdscpli  C.  Pobert. 

JIusic  was  furnislicil  by  h'onald  W.  Da\  is  of  Hope- 
well, organist,  a  mendier  of  the  graduating  class,  and 
bv  M  I's.  J.  M.  Grainger,  Jr.,  sojirano.  also  of  Hopewell.

The    Cominencement   Address 

"The  rnlnliling  World  (,r  the  Liberal  Arts"  was 
the  subject  of  the  commencement  address  delivered  on 
Monday  morning  by  Stuart  T.  Saunders.  ])resident  of 
the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway.  Man's  best  hope  of 
channeling  the  explosions  of  technology  and  directing 
the  as])irations  of  most  of  the  peojde  of  the  world  lies 
in  education  in  the  liberal  arts,  he  said. 

"The  \ast  majority  of  the  people  in  this  w(U'ld  exist 
at  or  slightly  above  the  bare  subsistence  level.  As  they 
grope  for  economic  fulfillment,  conflicting  ideologies 
com|)ete  for  their  loyalties.  The  future  of  western 
civilization,  indeed  of  all  civilization,  depends  on  their 
choice.  The  ])roblem  will  lie  com])licated  by  the  grow- 
ing trend  toward  bigness — in  government,  business,  and 
lab(ir.  Tlic  cballenge  that  this  trend  i>resents  is  as  clear 
as  it  is  urgent:  we  must  control  and  direct  these 
forces  and  institutions  so  that  they  will  s(M'\c  us  and 
not  we  them." 


Success  will  depend  on  the  liberally  educated  person 
"who  has  been  lil)erated  from  the  lionds  of  ignorance 
and  provincialism  and  is  free  to  focus  his  intellectual 
powers  on  the  recurring  questions  that  have  occupied 
men  since  the  beginning  of  human  existence.  The  last 
half  (if  the  twentieth  century  belongs  not  to  the  atom 
but  to  educated  minds;  for  it  was  educated  minds  which 
ex])loded  the  atom  and  moved  the  world  into  the  era  of 
cxjianding  space. 

"What  is  needed  is  men  and  wonn-n  of  \ision  and 
wisdom — persons  with  a  sense  of  history  and  continuity, 
as  well  as  sufficient  detachment  to  view  today's  problems 
in  the  larger  context  of  civilization  in  motion.  A 
thoiough  liberal  arts  education  offers  the  most  promis- 
ing opportunity  for  meeting  this  rigorous  requirement." 

Mr.  Saunders  also  found  strength  in  the  liberal  arts 
education  as  it  "seeks  to  encourage  the  clear  and  artic- 
ulate expression  of  ideas.  This  is  one  of  civilized  man's 
greatest  ]iroblems,  for  he  is  wholly  dependent  upon 
communication  witli  his  fellow  man. 

"As  (inr  civilization  increases  in  comj)lexity,  the  de- 
nmnd  for  liberally  educated  people  with  disciplined 
minds  and  an  imaginative  ajijiroach  will  be  insatiable. 
Men  and  women  with  these  qualities  have  always  been 
in  short  sup])ly.  and  those  who  measure  up  to  this 
standard  can  look  forward  to  lives  rich  in  stimulating 
challenge  and  exciting  op]ioi'tunities."

The   Valedictory   Address 
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JOHN  L.  BRINKLEY,    S9,   DELIVERS  VALEDICTORY 

[The  Po'cerpls  i>riiiled  here  can  hardhj  do  justice  to  the 
cl-osetn-u-vrcu;  thought-packed  valedictory  of  John  Luster 
Briuklei;.  firsl-lioiutr  iirnduate  of  the  flats  of  /.'/.i.'*.] 

".  .  .  Over  the  ]ias(  one  hinidrcil  and  lifty  years,  liberal 
education  (and  with  it.  ITampden-.Sydney ) .  by  adhering  to 
the  spirit  of  lesjionsible  intellectual  leadership,  has  steadily 
become  more  isohited  from  the  active  windil  of  affairs,  in 
terms  of  its  natural  inlluenee.  This  is  fundamentally  tragic 
in  that  it  is  an  indictment  of  a  society  which  apparently  has 
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lost  the  desire  for  responsilile  intellectual  leadership.  It  is 
also  tragic  in  that  it  deprives  men  who  have  received  the 
flower  of  the  finest  educational  formula  in  the  world  —  the 
formula  which  alone  can  preserve  western  civilization  ■ —  of 
their  proper  position  of  leadership.  So  when  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  man  goes  into  the  world  he  liears  two  burdens:  to 
demonstrate  the  worth  of  his  college  and  the  educational 
formula  whicli  it  represents,  and  to  prove  the  worthiness  for 
leadership  of  himself  as  the  representative  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  thereby  of  liberal  education  generally.  .  .  . 

■•When  liberal  education  passes,  so  does  the  West.  It  is 
|ii'rhaps  unnecessary  to  consider  the  desirability  of  our  tradi- 
tion. Nothing  is  more  manifest  than  the  precise  correspondence 
between  the  progressive  loss  in  influence  of  liljeral  education 
and  the  regressive  decay  of  intellectual  discipline,  taste, 
standards,  and  values  of  all  kinds.  Liberal  education  is  founded 
upon  the  discipline  necessary  for  effective  thought;  it  creates 
and  nourishes  taste;  it  formulates  and  proposes  standards;  it 
establishes  and  applies  values.  These  basic  services  have  been 
refused,  and  any  thinking  person  can  see  the  results  about  him. 
These  are  the  days  of  the  superficial,  the  shallow:  shallow 
taste,  standards,  and  values,  niis  is  what  John  Betjeman.  the 
English  poet  and  commentator,  refers  to  as  the  Era  of  the 
Planster,  whose  slogan  is  "No  Right,  No  Wrong,  All's  Perfect 
Forevermorc".  This  is  the  credo  of  those  who  have  been  led  to 
liclieve  that  such  basic  contrasts  as  good  and  bad.  right  and 
wrong,  beautifid  and  ugly,  true  and  false,  no  longer  exist.  We, 
by  virtue  of  our  position  as  Hampden-Sydney  men  and  spokes- 
men of  liberal  education,  insist  that  they  do  exist.  We  try  to 
see  the  good  and  laud  it,  to  see  the  bad  and  spurn  it.  This, 
we  are  told,  is  a  practical  age:  the  ultimate  test  of  value  is 
■'workability".  It  is  against  this  pernicious  creed  that  we  who 
liere  assemlile  to  honour  an  ancient  tradition  stand.  We  are 
not  afraid  to  use  the  word  tradition,  and  we  are  not  afraid  to 
believe  in  tradition.  The  Hampden-Sydney  we  know  has 
strengtii :  strength  comes  from  respect,  and  respect  comes  from 
proven  worth.  Our  worth  as  a  contributor  to  the  bett*'rment  of 
.society  has  been  proved  for  five  generations:  the  shallow 
educational  doctrines  which  have  arisen  to  oppose  us,  purport- 
ing to  ofl"er  something  called  "functional"  as  "practical"  edu- 
cation, we  would  not  condemn,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that 
they  have  so  miserably  and  abjectly  failed  to  provide  persons 
properly  equipped  with  that  which  distinguishes  the  truly 
educated,  tlie  liberally  educated — the  faculty  of  rational,  in- 
formed judgement.  .  .  .  We  believe  tliat  values  have  mean- 
ing, that  some  things  are  good  and  others  bad.  not  because  of 
expediency,  not  because  of  modernity,  not  because  of  any  con- 
sideration of  order  in  time,  but  becau.se  of  intrinsic  merit. 
Someone  once  slightingly  remarked  that  what  Hampden- 
Sydney  needed  was  the  twentieth  century;  if  this  person  had 
only  known  what  Hampden-Sydney  is  and  means,  he  would 
have  realised  that  it  is  closer  to  truth  to  say  that  the  twen- 
tieth centurv  needs  Hampden-Svdnev.  and  all  she  stands 
for.   ..." 

"This  is  the  end  of  our  active  careers  on  the  Hill:  there  is 
a  paradox  involved  in  trying  to  express  a  farewell  to  this  place, 
so  much  of  which  we  carry  away.  Never  can  we  look  about  us 
without  having  our  perception  coloured  by  what  we  have 
experienced  here.  We  are  not  leaving  Hampden-Sydney;  no  one 
who  sees  it  for  what  it  is.  a  way  of  life,  ever  can:  it  is  indeed 
the  haven  of  the  honourable  and  the  just,  of  learning  and  of 
peace.  Never  again  will  this  class  be  corporately  assembled; 
but  we  can  stand  as  individuals  in  any  company  with  pride  as 
Hampden-Sydney  men;  this  title  is  the  proudest  that  any  of 
us  can  ever  bear.  To  Hampden-Sydney,  and  to  you  who  have 
through  effort  and  sacrifice  nuide  this  cxjierience  possilde.  and 
tliniugh  it  the  ricliest  of  lives,  we  can  only  pledge  our  honour 
as  gentlemen  of  Hampden-Sydney  to  make  it  forever  meaning- 
ful to  ourselves  and  to  the  world  at  large,  of  ideas  and  of 
men."

With  its  loss,  man  relin- 
quished a]ipro.\imately  33%  per  cent  of  his  available 
jiocket  area,  and  it  may  be  no  mere  coincidence  that 
the  sale  of  briefcases  has  steadily  increased  since  the 
advent  of  the  vestless  suit."

For  llaiiiiidfii-Syihiey,  this  was  a  Year  of  the  Bright 
Sun.  W'c  liegaii  with  the  hest  of  auspices  on  registration 
(hiv  itself;  for  liy  general  agreement  the  Class  of  '{J"3 
[ironiises  to  he  one  of  our  finest.  Our  hearty  thanks  go 
1(1  all  111'  vou  who  had  anything  to  do  with  sending 
these  boys  to  the  Hill.  The  several  new  faculty  mem- 
l.ers  were  also  warmly  received,  and  not  withou*^  very 
good  cause ;  especially  gratifying  was  the  way  tlie  uon- 
alumni  men  quickly  entered  into  the  life  of  the  Col- 
lege and  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of  the  year. 

The  football  season  brought  us  the  first  of  many  ath- 
letic laurels:  our  coaches  and  jdayers  in  all  sports  (part- 
icularly golf,  in  which  we  attained  phenomenal  .success) 
are  due  the  highest  prai.<e  not  only  for  their  outstanding 
record,  but  also  for  demonstrating  how,  without  the 
duliious  prai'tices  so  prevalent  in  college  athletics, 
llampdeii-Sydney  can  meet  the  best  and  prove  that 
(iarnct  and  Gray  represent  the  finest  in  sportsmanship 
and  com]ietition. 

Sexei'al  features  are  especially  noteworthy  on  the 
academic  scene,  in  1  )ecend)er  the  Literary  Society 
brought  Dr.  George  K.  lUickworth.  head  of  the  Classics 
l)ei)artment  at  Princeton,  to  the  campu.s ;  he  delivered 
a  very  entertaining  lecture  to  a  volunteer,  evening 
audience  which  was  more  than  twice  as  large  as  that 
wliicli  heard  him  at  the  University  in  Charlottesville. 
Hut  preparations  were  beginning  for  the  great  event  of 
the  year:  the  History  Lectures.  A  generous  grant  from 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  College  trustees  enabled  the  College  to  sponsor 
the  series  of  three  lecture-and-panel-discussion  pro- 
grammes, which  commanded  wide  attention  among  hoth 
laymen  and  ])rofessional  historians,  and  attracted  im- 
pressively large  audiences.  The  schedules  of  two  of  the 
main  speakers  made  it  possiljle  for  them  to  address 
capacity  crowds  in  classrooms ;  all  later  spoke  with  high 
regard  (if  the  hospitality  of  the  community,  and  the 
interest  and  acumen  manifested  by  our  students.  In 
terms  (if  new  and,  we  hope,  permanent  items  in  our 
academic  life,  a  variety  of  new,  advanced  courses  is  now 
available,  in  almost  all  the  departments:  the  gamut  ex- 
tends fiom  (Jreek  Drama  through  Civil  War  and  Re- 
construction and  into  the  arcane  reaches  of  Modern 
Physics.  Plans  were  also  laid  this  year  for  further  ex- 
pansion in  the  numlter  of  advanced  courses,  including 
some  in  Latin  and  Biology. 

To  turn  to  other  spheres  of  campus  life.  Dr.  Lacy 
and  the  SCA  provided  excellent  religious  emphasis 
periods.  Dean  Crawley  and  the  Glee  Club  hrought  us  to 
new  heights  in  the  estimation  of  those  who  ajtpreciate 
line  music.  The  social  events  of  the  year  were  a  credit 
to  the  German  Club,  the  fraternities,  and  the  school 
generally. 

Physically,  the  campus  saw  the  ap])earance  of  three 
new  faculty  homes,  a  new  shop  for  Herman  Duncan, 
and  a  heautiful  set  of  maps  for  Dr.  Eopp's  classroom. 

We  must  not  omit  to  mention  the  increased  henefits 


we  all  enjtiyed  from  the  addition  of  a  third  full-time 
stall  mend)er  in  the  lilirary ;  this  meant  that  professional 
assistance  was  available  in  the  evenings,  a  convenience 
which  was  universally  appreciated. 

And  so  we  could  go  on  ;  this  is  a  mere  inkling  of 
what  went  on  this  year  in  an  unusually  rich  life  on  the 
Hill.  We  close  with  notice  of  a  tribute  to  every  Hamp- 
den-.Sydney  man.  You  recall  that  the  internationally- 
famed  historian  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Wertenbaker  served  dur- 
ing 195T-li)r),S  as  a  Visiting  Professor.  Now  in  retire- 
ment at  Princeton.  Dr.  Wertenbaker  has  ex[)ressed  his 
intention  to  return  to  Hampden-Sydney  to  spend  two 
months  next  year.  Every  college  in  the  country  would  be 
envious  of  this  distinction ;  few  things  indeed  could 
speak  higher  praise  for  Hampden-Sydney,  and  few- 
could  provide  a  better  finish  for  a  resplendent  year  in 
our  historv  than  this  announcement. 


200  Visitors  Attend   Parents' 
Day 

.V  large  crowd  of  ovei'  two  Inindred  visitors  plus 
local  residents  were  on  the  campus  May  9  for  the  sixth 
annual  Parents'  Day.  An  address  by  Dr.  Thomas  E. 
Gilmer,  "23,  and  the  election  of  Dr.  Abner  Robertson, 
'33,  as  president  featured  the  afternoon  meeting  of  the 
Parents  and  Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  campus  guests  attended  a  morning  reception  at 
M  iddlecourt,  the  home  of  President  and  Mrs.  .Tosepli  C 
lioiiert.  An  outdoor  lundi  was  served  on  the  spacious 
lawn  of  Venahle  Hall. 

William  T.  Allen,  the  retiring  presi(,lent  of  the 
Parents  and  Friends,  presided  at  the  meeting  in  Johns 
Auditorium.  In  reviewing  the  accomjilishments  of  the 
jiast  tw^o  years,  he  enumerated  the  welcoming  letter  sent 
to  parents  of  new  students,  as  well  as  the  Tiger;  the 
monthly  newsletter :  the  inauguration  of  an  annual 
Dads'  Day  in  the  fall:  ado]ition  of  a  constitution  and 
by-laws:  and  the  awarding  of  five  one-hundred-dollar 
scholarships.  He  ]iaid  tribute  to  the  valuable  work  of 
the  vice  president.  Mrs.  H.  H.  IMcA'ey,  the  secretary, 
Mrs.  Paul  Grier,  and  the  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee. He  recommended  regional  meetings  of  parents 
and  friends,  and  suggested  the  substitution  of  campus 
)ir()jects  for  scholarships. 

The  main  speaker  of  the  occasion.  Dr.  (iilmer.  is  head 
(if  the  pliysics  de]iartment.  and  has  been  teaching  at 
Hampden-Sydney  since  1927.  While  stressing  the 
nation's  pressing  need  of  science  for  its  well-heing  and 
security  and  emphasizing  the  importance  of  science  for 
mental  discipline,  he  affirmed  that  Christ,  not  science, 
is  the  ultimate  answer  to  our  problems.  His  remarks 
were  received  with  marked  enthusiasm  by  the  audience. 

The  new  president.  Dr.  Robertson,  spoke  briefly  at  the 
end  of  the  meeting.  He  is  an  ordained  minister  of  the 
I'resbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  is  executive  director 
of  the  Virginia  Association  for  Mental  Health.  Two 
of  his  sons  are  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  a 
third  is  a  rising  senior.

A  twenty-|>age  hrochure,  written  by  President 
Emeritus  Edgar  G.  (Jammou  and  describing  the  sixteen 
yeai's  of  his  adniinistiation  from  1939  to  19.55,  appeared 
in  iMay.  It  is  an  excellent  summary  of  that  decisive 
period  in  the  College's  history,  and  is  i-ecommendiMl 
reading  for  all  Hampden-Sydney  alumni. 

Dr.  Gammon  has  written  with  vigor,  skill,  humcn-. 
and  frankness.  The  pace  never  lags.  The  readei-'s  interest 
is  guaranteed.  The  straightforward  and  genial  person- 
ality of  the  author  manifests  itself  on  every  page.  The 
flavor  of  the  whole  may  be  inferred  from  these  excerpts : 
•  "In  the  fall  of  1904.  my  senior  year  at  college.  I 
coached  the  Freshman  footl)all  team  for  its  class  com- 
])etition.  Incidentally,  the  word  'intranuiral'  was  not  yet 
in  vogue;  but  the  A|>ostle  Paul's  words  abcnit  the  Jews 
graphically  describe  tho.se  fierce  clashes:  M  bear  tbeni 
'■ecDnl  that  thev  have  a  zeal  but  not  according  to  know- 


ledge.' Nothing  at  least  was  lacking  in  the  vigoi'  of  those 
|iliiyiM's.  lack  of  knowledge  notwithstanding." 

•  [I'pon  coming  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  19.'J9]  "uc 
found  the  friends  of  other  days  most  gracious  in  their 
welcome.  Othei's  gnashed  their  teeth  or  ground  their 
gums  according  to  outrageous  fortune.  One  sufferer  re- 
|>orted  insomnia,  brought  on  by  the  news  of  my  elec- 
tion :  another  cried  out  in  bitter  anguish.  'Something 
will  ha\e  to  be  done  about  it!'" 

•  "The  administration  [at  that  time]  numbered  tlircr 
— the  president,  the  dean,  and  the  treasurer.  Tbe  stall' 
consisted  of  one — splendid  Anna  Dickhotf.  She  was 
secretary  to  the  president  in  the  morning,  to  the  treas- 
urer in  the  afternoon,  and  to  the  books  in  the  evening. 
The  dean  was  secretary  to  the  dean."' 

•  "One  of  the  strongest  assets  of  the  college  during  its 
long  history  has  been  the  caliber  of  its  students.  .  .  . 
I  came  to  know  them  personally  and  had  for  them  an 
increasing  admiration  and  affection.  They  governed 
themselves  splendidly.  I  was  jiarticularly  close  to  the 
successive  presidents  of  the  student  body.  They  were 
among  the  finest  young  men  it  has  l)een  my  good  fortune 
to   know — a  powerful   asset   in  the   life  of  the  school." 

•  "I  was  blessed  with  an  unusually  strong  Board  of 
Trustees.  They  were  able  and  successful  men  in  tbeir 
chosen  careers  and  willingly  gave  of  their  thought, 
time,  and  financial  resources.  I  have  always  felt  that  a 
Poard  of  twenty-five  was  too  large.  I  would  like  to  see 
one  of  some  eleven  men,  self-perpetuating.  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  the  rotary  system." 

•  "In  the  Summer  of  1939  .  .  .  the  transpoi'tation  sys- 
tem consisted  of  one  two-horse  wagon :  the  former 
woljbly,  the  latter  creaky.  The  sound  of  the  truck  had 
never  been  heard  in  the  land.  The  sanitation  system 
was  .strictly  operation  septic  tank.  The  campus  equi|)- 
ment  was  limited  to  one  small  power-mower  ami  the 
tireless  legs  of  good  Pat  Terry.  There  was  not  a  street 
light  on  'The  Hill'.  Save  on  moonlight  nights,  tho.se 
who  ventured  out  simply  took  their  chances  with  trees, 
holes,  and  other  denizens  of  the  night.  The  water  supply 
was  sufficient  in  quantity  but  beggared  description  in 
quality.  Hard,  oily,  red,  it  stained  everything  it  touched 
from  the  human  liody  to  the  kitchen  utensil.  There  was 
some  Ijathing,  I  think.  Imt  the  dry  rub  was  po])ular. 
Those  who  could  afford  it  benight  their  drinking  water." 

•  "In  sj)ite  of  what  the  [Alumni]  Fund  has  <lone.  and 
is  continuing  to  do,  much  remains  to  be  attemjited.  The 
College  now  has  about  4,500  alumni.  Of  this  number, 
many  have  not  yet  responded.  If  they  could  be  reached 
and  would  give  as  the  ones  now  are.  the  school  could 
easily  receive  annually  ■$] 00.000  oi-  more.  It  is  a  stirring 
objective.'' 

•  "And  so  sixteen  years  |)assed.  1  had  stayed  one  year 
lieyond  the  retirement  age.  Just  where  and  how  the 
time  went  I  will  never  know.  To  me  especially  it  was 
good  to  hear  the  .sound  of  trucks,  power-mowers,  and 
college  cars  for  transportation ;  to  see  by  night  the 
electric  street  lights  and  by  day  the  enlarged  and  well- 
kept  cam]ius  with  its  gTeen  grass  and  stately  trees ;  the 
old  buildings  and  homes  thoroughly  renovated,  a  re- 
stored library,  a  new  jiost  office,  a  new  gymnasium,  and  a 
new  auditorium ;  attractive  alumni  quarters,  a  well- 
equipped  infirmary,  two  water  tanks,  a  modern  disjiosal 
])lant :  Death  Valley  in  excellent  repair  and  a  new 
intramural  field.  And  last,  but  not  least,  to  have  an 
endowment  that  had  risen  from  $3T  1.50T..'i8  in  19;i9  to 
nearly  $2,000,000  by  1955." 

•  "In   spite   of   ])robIems.    frustrations,   and    mistakes, 
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tliruugli  the  kindness  and  lielp  of  nuiuy  friends,  ami  the 
unfailing  aid  of  the  Savionr  of  us  all,  something  had 
been  aeeoniplished.  My  main  feeling  was  one  of  grati- 
t>ide.  deep  and  devout.'" 

Dr.  (iiimnuin  pays  tribute  to  his  ))redeeessor,  Dr. 
Joseph  I).  Kggleston,  and  to  his  successor,  Dr.  Joseph 
('.  K'obert:  to'the  late  Dean  David  C.  Wilson,  to  Mi.ss 
.Viuia  Dickhdtf.  to  B.  S.  Oliver  and  Heriiian  Duncan;  to 
many  others  who  have  labored  to  make  llampden- 
Sydney  what  it  is  today.  Here  is  the  story  of  the  estab- 
lishment (if  tile  Alumni  Fund,  and  the  securing  of  a 
chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kapfia.  It  is  a  story  worth  the 
ui'iting.  and   woi'tb   the   reading.

Tliei-c  were  twenty-four  colleges  SO  li.sted, 
Washington  and  Lee  being  the  only  other  oni'  in  \'ir- 
ginia. 

The  list  appeai-etl  in  an  article  entitled  "Will  You  (iet 
into  a  (rood  College?"  and  was  enclosed  in  a  box  headed 
"What's  in  a  name':'"  The  introductory  paragraph  said: 
",Manv  colleges  are  not  well  known  outside  academic 
circles  and  so  are  missed  by  students  looking  for  a 
'good'  place  to  go.  How  many  of  the  colleges  below  ha\e 
you  heard  of?  .Vll  enforce  high  standards  and  have  good 
I'eputations  among  educators.  There  are  many  others 
like  them.  (Jetting  in  is  not  a  cinch,  liy  any  means.  Rut 
they're  not  as  o\erwbelmed  as  the  famous  places — at 
least  not  yet." 

The  only  other  X'irginia  colleges  mentioned  in  the 
entire  article  were  iiandolph-Macon  \\'oman's  College 
and  Sweet  Briar,  under  the  heading  "Tough  colleges  to 
get  into".

Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  '14,  New 
Presbyterian  Moderator 

Tlie  9i)th  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Clnirch,  U.  S.,  elected  Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  '14, 
as  nioderator  at  its  May  meeting  in  Atlanta.  He  thus 
becomes  the  leader  of  the  denomination's  873.000  mem- 
i)ers  situated  in  nineteen  states.  Dr.  Thompson  is  pi-o- 
fessor  of  church  history  at  Union  Tlieological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  where  he  has  taught  since  1925.  He  is 
the  twelfth  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus  to  be  chosen 
moderator  since  the  formation  of  the  Southern  branch  of 
the  church  in  18(51  [see  bo.x] .  His  father,  the  late  Dr. 
JM-nest  Thompson  of  Charleston  W.  Va..  and  a  trustee 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  for  many  years,  was  also 
a  moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  in   1933. 

In  his  nominating  speech  at  the  Atlanta  Assembly. 
Dr.  Eoland  M.  Frye,  professor  of  English  at  Emory 
Uniyersity.  presented  a  comprehensiye  summary  of  tlie 
new  moderator's  career  and  achieyements : 

".  .  .  As  a  church  statesman.  Dr.  Thompson  is  a 
man  of  force  and  integrity,  who  is  also  a  man  of  great 
and  kindly  wisdom.  He  has  a  deep  understanding  of 
many  differing  ])oints  of  yiew.  and  is  able  to  work  with 
all  sorts  of  peo])le  in  a  spirit  of  Christian  understanding 
and  moderation.  Among  the  many  distinguislied  and 
deyoted    leaders   of   our   church,   none   has   contributed 


more  to  the  faith  and  life  of  the  ordinary  members  of 
iiur  church.  Many  of  us  who  are  laymen  lune  found  that 
iiur  faith  has  been  preseryed  and  clarified,  streiigtliened 
and  deepened  in  these  difficult  times  by  the  words  and 
influence  of  Dr.  Thompson. 

"The  first  thing  to  be  said  about  Dr.  Thompson  is 
that  he  was  born  in  Texas,  and  after  that  has  been  said 
some  people  will  feel  that  anything  else  I  say  about 
him  will  lie  an  anticlimax.  Dr.  Thom]>son  grew  up  in 
I  Charleston.]  West  Virginia,  where  his  father  was  a 
Presbyterian  minister.  Surely,  no  man  who  was  born 
ill  Texas.  l)rought  u])  in  West  Virginia,  educated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  who  teaches  at  Union 
Theological  vSeminary  could  fail  to  represent  the  whole 
of  our  church  at  its  best.  Here  is  a  broad  and  intelligent 
man  of  experience  who  will  lead  us  forward  in  the  best 
traditions  of  our  fathers. 

"His  understanding  of  our  churcli  is  not  only  ex- 
tended as  to  ])lace  but  also  as  to  time,  for  as  an  ex- 
perienced and  resi-iected  professor  of  churcli  history  he 
knows  the  life  history  of  the  church  from  the  period 
of  the  apostles  to  the  present.  And  he  has  neyer  kept 
his  knowledge  cloistered  in  an  ivory  tower,  but  has 
gone  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  church,  where  he  has 
spent  days  and  weeks  in  congregations  and  in  confer- 
ences opening  up  the  Bible  and  the  meaning  of  the 
church's  faith  for  our  own  time  and  among  our  own 
people. 

"Dr.  Tbomjison's  ex]>erience  is  varied.  As  a  student  at 
I'nion  Seminary,  he  won  the  coveted  Moses  D.  Hoge 
Fellowship  [named  for  a  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus, 
cla.ss  of  1839].  During  the  first  World  War,  he  ser\ed 
Iti  this  country  and  in  France,  first  as  an  enlisted  man 
and  then  as  a  commissioned  officer  with  the  43nd 
.\rtillery.  The  son  of  a  former  moderatoi-  of  the  General 
.\ssembly,  he  was  himself  ordained  to  the  Presbyterian 
ministry  in  1918,  and  in  the  ensuing  41  years  has  served 
the  church  in  many  important  ways.  He  held  a  pastorate 
in  El  Paso,  Texa.s,  before  joining  the  faculty  of  Union 
SeminaiT.  He  was  chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Connuittee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work,  and  he  has 
twice  l)een  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  \'irginia.  He  is 
the  author  of  many  books,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned a  study  of  Prcsbi/li'riun  Missions  in  flie  Suuihern 
I'nited  Sfates:  Clidnyiiig  Eniplidses  in  A  merican  Preach- 
ing: Tlie  Sermon  on  the  Mount  and  Its  Meaning  for 
Today;  The  Gospel  According  to  Marie  and  lis  Mean- 
ing for  (Today ;  and  The  Changing  South.  He  has  been 
commissioned  by  the  church  to  write  a  book  for  the 
centennial  observance  which  will  indicate  the  course 
which  the  church  should  follow  in  the  years  ahead. 

"Those  of  us  who  are  laymen  owe  Dr.  Thompson  a 
particular  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  way  in  which  he  has 
opened  up  the  Bible  and  taught  us  to  understand  it. 
Dr.  Thom])son  has  ])re8erved  for  the  church  many  men 
who  were  beset  with  honest  doubts  and  misunderstand- 
ings of  the  Christian  faith  and  the  Christian  scriptures. 
He  recognizes  the  ])rol)lems  of  the  lay  Christian  and  he 
lias  a  remarkable  gift  for  communicating  Christian 
truth  to  us  and  for  infiuencing  our  thoughts  and  lives 
in  a  manner  which  is  at  once  intellectually  honest, 
spiritually     powerful,     and     theologically     sound.     Dr. 
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l^liompson's  influence  lias  been  .spread  not  only  through 
his  many  speakinn;  engagements,  but  also  through  his 
very  helpful  guides  to  Riiile  study.  Thousands  of  Sun- 
day school  teachers  throughout  our  church  have  found 
inspiration  and  understiiiiding  in  his  lesson  interj)reta- 
tions,  and  those  of  us  who  have  taught  Rible  classes 
know  how  great  is  the  dclit  of  our  church  nuMubers  to 
Di'.  Thompson.  .  .  . 

"in  Hr.  Thoni|is(iii  \\v  can  !)(■  confident  that  we  baxe 
elected  a  moderator  wbii  will  stand  as  the  known  and 
respected  equal  of  any  Chi-istiaii  minister  or  scholar  in 
our  nation,  and  who  will  serve  our  entire  clmrch  as 
effectively  as  any  man  who  has  ever  held  the  honored 
position  of  moderator."' 

Dr.  Thompson  holds  the  A.H.  and  D.H.  degrees  from 
Hampden-Sydney,  the  A.M.  from  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, the  R.I),  from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and 
tbe  Litt.  I>.  from  Washington  and  Lee.  He  is  a  meni- 
bei-  of  Kappa  Sigma,  Phi  Reta  Ka[)])a.  and  Omicron 
i>elta  i\appa.  He  was  editor  oVThp  Prcshyii'ruiu  of  llir 
Soulli  from  1!I37  to  1044.  and  has  been  co-editor  of  its 
successor.  The  Pirxhyfcriiui  Outlook,  since  1944.  He  is 
a   trustee  of   Hanijiden-Sydney  College. 

Dr.  Thompson  is  married  to  the  former  lltden  He;ill. 
They  have  two  children.  Mrs.  Carl  Shires  of  Iliclimond. 
and  the  Rev.  F^rnesf  Trice  Thomp.son.  Jr..  '54.  of  Shelbv. 
\.  C. 

With  Dr.  Thomp.son's  election  as  moderator  of  the 
(Jeneral  .\ssembly.  Ham]iden-Sydney  graduates  now 
hold  the  two  toji  positions  in  the  Presiivterian  Church. 
T\S.  Dr.  James  A.  Millard,  Jr..  ':V2.  lias  just  taken 
over  the  office  of  stated  clerk  and  treasui'er  of  tbe  (len- 
eral  Assembly  [see  tbe  October  1!)58  Record],  Hamp- 
den-Sydney is  indeed  proud  of  each  of  these  Christian 
gentlemen,  and  felicitates  both  itself  and  them  on  the 
great  services  they  are  in  a  |iositioii  to  I'ender.

.lohn  .A.  F'ield.  Jr..  ".VZ,  of  Cbarlestiui  has  been  chosen 
by  President  Eisenhower  as  federal  judge  of  the  soiith- 
ci'ii  district  of  West  ^'irginia. 

.ludge  Field  has  served  as  state  tax  conunissinner  of 
West  Virginia  since  1957  [see  April  1957  Record].  The 
outstanding  feature  of  bis  term  of  office  has  been  the 
start  of  a  state-wide  |)roperty  apjiraisal  ])rogram  de- 
signed to  equalize  ])ro])erty  ta.x  assessments  and  make 
them  uniform  in  each  of  the  55  counties. 

Judge  Field  has  long  been  active  in  state  and  local 
government,  and  in  affairs  of  the  Republican  party.  In 
195()  he  was  the  lie])ublican  nominee  for  attorney  gen- 
eral. Prior  to  that,  he  bad  served  two  four-year  terms  on 
the  Charleston  city  council.  During  his  .second  term, 
which  ended  in  1955.  he  was  the  council's  president  and 
chairman  of  its   tinance  committee. 

Judge  Field  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  in 
19;i2  with  an  .\.R.  degree,  and  subsequently  received 
his  LL.R.  fi'om  the  Uni\ersity  of  \'irginia  in  1935. 
From  1935  to  1943  he  ]iracticed  law  in  Charleston.  Dui-- 
ing  World  War  II  he  was  a  lieuteiuiut  in  tbe  U.S. 
Xaval  Re,serve  and  served  as  an  armed  guard  gunnery 
officer  in  both  the  Eluropean  and  Pacific  theaters  of  war. 
He  returned  to  bis  law  [iractice  in  194().

A  native  of  Virginia,  he  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1926  and  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Mrginia  Medical 
School  in  19;50.  That  same  year  he  was  commissioned  in 
tile  Army  Medical  Corps. 

.U'ter  com]ileting  a  rotating  internshi]i  in  the  Station 
Hospital.  Fort  Sam  Houston.  Texas,  (ieneral  Tynes 
served  the  ffrst  eight  years  of  his  Army  I'areer  in  various 
posts  and  stations  as  a  medical  officer,  general  service. 
In  1939  he  completed  post-graduate  studies  in  anesthe- 
siology at  Mayo  Clinic.  Rochester,  Minnesota,  as  part  of 
his  Residency  training  in  general  surgery. 

From  the  Mayo  Clinic,  he  was  re-assigned  to  Walter 
Reed  General  Hospital.  Washington.  D.  C.  as  Cliief. 
Operating  Section  and  later  Chief.  Obstetrical  Service. 

Early  in  1941.  before  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II. 
General  Tynes  wa.s  assigned  to  the  Surgeon  General's 
Office.  Washington,  D.  C.  as  assistant  to  Colonel  John

In  19+5  he  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  old  Tripler  General  Hospital,  Hawaii,  and 
simultaneously  assisted  in  the  su]>ervision  of  construc- 
tion for  the  new  hospital. 


He  was  returned  to  the  Surgeon  General's  Office  in 
1947  as  Chief,  Medical  Facilities  and  Planning  Branch, 
and  in  1949  was  placed  in  charge  of  Medical  Plans  and 
()]>eration  Division,  Office  of  the  Surgeon  (ieneral.  In 
this  capacity  he  supervised  the  j)lanuing  of  eleven  Army 
Hospitals  Iniilt  on  permanent  Army  posts.

tions of  Sylvania  Research  Laboratories,  a  major  divi- 
sion of  the  company.  His  headquarters  will  be  at 
Sylvania's  executive  offices  in  New  York  City. 

Previously  a  memljer  of  the  Sylvania  organization 
from  1942  to  1!I45,  Dr.  Trotter  has  been  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Sharpies  Company.  Pa.,  since  195fi. 
Sharpies  is  a  large  manufacture  of  ])rocess  and 
centrifugal  ('i)ui|inient  for  chemical,  food,  and  other  in- 
dustries. 

Dr.  Trotter,  a  native  of  Woodstock.  Va.,  was  grad- 
uated from  Ham])dcn-Sydney  College  and  received  liis 
Ph.D.  in  Pliysics  from  the  University  of  Va.  In  1935- 
'^^^  he  lield  the  du  Pont  research  fellowship  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  from  19;5fi  to  19-11  was  as- 
sociate professor  of  physics  at  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity. 

Dr.  Trotter  is  a  meml)er  of  the  American  Physical 
Society,  tiie  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers,  and  Signui 
Xi.  national  scientific  fraternity.  He  was  aw'arded  a 
Presidential  Certificate  of  Merit  for  Ids  work  on  the 
V-T  fuze  during  World  War  II. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Jlargueritc  Harwell  of 
Petersburg,  \'iririnia.  have  three  children.

The  foIloiriiHj  iirlirli',  entitled  "Dr.  IJ eiiipliill,  Hi.'<- 
toriun-Editor",  appeared  in  the  April  1!)')9  issue  of  The 
Commonwealth  ax  a  raledietori/  to  one  of  Ilaiiipden- 
Si/dneifs  distiiH/uislied  grad wiles  who  was  moriiii/  from 
fi'irliiaond  to  CoJinnbia,  South  Carolina.  Dr.  W.  Edwin 
lleniphill,  '-iJ,  has  made  a  name  for  himself  in  the  field 
of  Virginia  history.  He  will  be  sorely  missed  in  tliis 
area,  not  only  a.s  a  historian  and  editor,  but  also  as  a 
churchman  and  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus. 

Tlie  Commonwealth,  by  irliose  permission  this  article 
is  reprinted,  is  published  by  the  Virginia  State  Chamber 
iif  Commerce  and  is  edited  by  another  Ham pden-Sydney 
graduate.  William  S.  Lacy,  .Jr.,  '2',). 

Dr.  W.  EdwMU  Hemphill  of  Riclmuind,  director  of 
the  History  Division  in  the  Virginia  State  Library  and 
editor  of  Virginia  Cavalcade,  the  library's  ]iictorial 
magazine  of  Virginia  history,  resigned  recently  to  ac- 
cejit  ap])ointment  as  an  editor  of  the  puljlications  of  the 
South  Carolina  Archives  Department  and  as  the  editor 
of  the  writings  of  John  C.  Calhoun,  which  are  to  be 
published  in  an  estimated  fifteen  volumes  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  Press.  The  move  terminated 
Dr.  Heniphill's  career  of  specialization  in  \'irginia  his- 
tory tliat  had  extended  through  some  fifteen  years  of 
work  with  three  Virginia  state  agencies. 

As  the  founding  editor  of  Virginia  Caralcade,  he  has 
within  recent  years  guided  that  publication  in  its 
[iresentation  of  authentic  and  colorfully  illustrated 
stories    of    Virginia's    past.    The    quarterly    magazine, 
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winch  was  launched  in  19.")1.  lias  had  popular  appeal 
while  making  a  real  contribution  to  the  history  of  \'ir- 
ginia  by  presenting  newly-discovered  information  and 
fresh  interpretations.  .  .  . 

Dr.  Hemphill  was  himsi'lf  usually  a  contributoi'  of 
an  article  t<i  each  issue.  His  ;irticles  dealt  with  such 
vai'ied  to])ics  as  the  meaning  of  the  symbols  embodieil 
in  the  seals  of  Virginia:  the  life  of  James  A.  Bland, 
the  Xegro  who  com|iose(l  the  state  song;  (leorge  Wash- 
ington's linaniial  ditticulties  in  the  hard  times  of  the 
17(S0"s;  the  furnishings  of  Monticello  when  Thomas 
.lert'erson  lived  there;  the  dangers  of  coach  travel  over 
\'irginia's  roads  in  the  1850's;  contrasts  between  Vir- 
ginia farmers'  use  of  barns  and  treatment  of  their  live- 
stock in  colonial  and  modern  times ;  and  the  Lucy  Selina 
iron  furnace  at  Longdale.  near  Clifton  Forge.  Dr. 
lleniphill  also  discovered  many  of  the  j)ictures  that 
were  first  made  public  in  Virginia  Caralcade.  These 
included  several  "primitive"  sketches  by  Lewis  Miller 
portraying  Virginia  scenes  and  life  about  the  middle  of 
the  nineteenth  century  and  the  more  finished  work  of 
art  by  a  Petersburger  showing  how  the  ruins  of  the  old 
churcli  tower  at  Jamestown  looked  in  1865. 

In  directing  the  work  of  as  many  as  four  assistant 
historians  in  his  staff  and  in  editing  articles  contributed 
by  others.  Dr.  Hemphill's  attention  and  interest  spanned 
three  and  a  half  centuries  of  Virginia  history.  He  fol- 
lowed native  Virginians  in  their  migrations  and  leader- 
ship into  such  places,  via  Virginia  Cavalcade's  pages,  as 
Texas  and  Russia.  He  delivered  addres-ses  before  the 
West  Virginia  Historical  Society,  the  Society  of  Amer- 
ican Archivists,  the  Xorth  .Vmerican  .\.ssociation  of 
Historic  Sites  Otlirials.  and  ntlier  scholarly  oi'ganiza- 
tions.  He  has  contributed  articles  and  book  reviews  to 
more  than  twenty  different   jieriodicals. 

He  was  chief  of  the  three  authors  of  Cavalier  Com- 
monwealth, a  T'^O-page  textbook  of  \'irginia  history  and 
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j,^overnnient  published  in  1957  by  the  McUraw-Hill  Book 
Company,  Inc..  for  use  in  Virginia  high  schools.  The 
book  elicited  compliments  from  editors  and  reviewers 
and  has  enjoyed  above-average  sales  and  readership  in 
a  "trade  edition"  for  the  general  public. 

The  son  of  a  Presbyterian  mini.«ter,  Dr.  Hemphill 
graduated  from  Petersi)urg  High  School  in  1928,  from 
Hamixlcn-Sydney  College  with  a  B.A.  and  first  honors 
in  1932.  from  Emory  I'niversity  with  an  M.A.  in  history 
in  1933,  and  from  the  l'niver.-jity  of  Virginia  with  a 
Ph.D.  in  history  in  1937.  In  temporary  a])pointments  to 
tiieir  faculties,  he  taught  in  each  of  his  alma  maters  and 
also  at  Davidson  College  ;  and  for  four  years  he  taught 
United  States  and  Virginia  history  at  ilary  Washing- 
ton College  at  Frederick.sburg. 

In  1944.  lie  joined  the  staff  of  the  new  Virginia 
World  War  II  History  Commissinn.  wliich  was  headed 
bv  Dr.  Lester  .1.  Capjton  and  had  headcpiarters  in  the 
University  of  A'irginia  Library  at  Charlottesville.  Dr. 
Cappon  later  moved  to  tlie  Institute  of  Early  American 
History  and  Culture  in  Williamsburg,  and  Dr.  IIem])hill 
directed  the  war  history  project  during  1946-1950.  In 
that  capacity  and  as  editor  of  the  Albemarle  County 
Historical  Society,  he  edited  eight  volumes,  stimulated 
and  counseled  the  ))ublication  of  several  local  war  his- 
tories by  t'ities  and  counties,  and  served  on  the  advisory 
committee  that  bellied  tlie  Virginia  I)e]iartn'ent  (if  Con- 
servation and  Development  to  ]ilan  its  useful  .1  flnni- 
hool'  of  Virgiiilii  Ilustori/. 

When  he  nidved  to  tlie  new  History  Division  in  tlie 
State  Library  at  Hichnioiid  in  1950.  Dr.  Hemphill  "in- 
herited" supervision  of  the  jiioneering  Virginia  highway 
historical  marker  program,  which  had  been  develoiied 
durinii'  1927-191S  under  the  direction  of  the  late  Dr. 
H.  .].  Eckenrode.  But  the  editorslii|i  of  \'ir(/iiiii( 
Vnviih'dilf  was  his  jirincipal  work.  .  .  . 

For  more  than  sixteen  years.  Dr.  Ileiiipbill  bis  been 
a  ruling  elder  in  the  Presiiyterian  Church  of  the  I'nited 
States  (Southern),  serving  successively  in  the  sessions 
of  the  Fredericksburg.  Charlottesville,  and  (iinter  Park 
(  Hicliniond)  churches.  He  also  has  served  the  denomina- 
tion at  higher  levels  through  presbytery,  synod,  and 
Ceneral  Assembly  offices.  He  was  the  president  of  the 
Men  of  the  Church  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  in  1957. 
lie  has  served  on  the  Synod's  Cliurch  Extension  Co;n- 
mittee.  as  member  and  chairman  of  its  Council,  and 
on  its  Council  on  Educational  Institutions.  During  the 
jiast  nine  years  he  has  been  one  of  the  eighteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  the  Office  of  the 
Ceneral  .Vssemlily  in  Atlanta,  and  is  this  year  chairman 
of  that  committee. 

Mrs.  Ilempliill.  also  a  child  of  Presbyterian  manses, 
is  the  former  Susan  Langliorne  Motfett,  a  descendant  of 
the  Augusta  County  MoiTetts  and,  on  her  mother's  side 
of  the  family,  of  the  Langhornes  and  (Jammons  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

Ill  moving  with  lier  husband  and  two  daughters  of 
liigb  school  age  to  South  Carolina,  at  the  conclusion  of 
this  school  year,  she  will  leave  sisters  and  their  fam- 
ilies at  Spottswood  ill  .\ugusta  County  and  in  the  city 
iif  Koanoke.  Added  to  Dr.  Hemphill's  professional  in- 
terests and  extensive  connections  in  Virginia,  these  ties 
make  it  certain  that  the  family  will  return  occasionally 
to  the  Old  Dominion.

Books   By  Alumni 

A  DOCTOi;  1;E,M1-:MB1-;1{S.  bv  Edward  11,  l.'icbanl-

Dr,  Edward  H,  Richardson  is  associate  professor 
emeritus  of  gynecology  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
School  of  Medicine,  He  is  a  native  of  Farmville,  \\r- 
ginia.  After  a  year  at  V,  P.  I.,  he  attended  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  whence  he  graduated  in  1900  with  an 
A.B.  degree.  He  went  on  to  receive  his  M.I),  from 
Joinis  Hojikins.  and  subsequently  became  a  mem!)er  of 
tlie  Seiiool  of  Medicine  faculty  there.  He  retired  after 
forty-two  years  of  active  service,  and  continues  to  reside 
in  Baltimore. 

In  tills  book  Dr.  Richardson  has  set  down  the  account 
of  a  full  and  satisfying  life.  He  stands  revealed  as  a 
forceful  but  genial  ])ersonality.  His  book  never  fails  to 
hold  the  reader's  attention.  It  is  leavened  with  frequent 
samples  of  humor,  medii'al  and  lay.  In  one  of  the 
strongest  cluqjters.  he  displays  a  fine  scorn  for  .socialized 
medicine. 

His  best  ])ages  are  those  describing  his  medical  e.\- 
jieriences  and  colleagues.  Physicians  and  non-medical 
readers  alike  will  find  alisorbing  accounts  of  his  intro- 
duction of  the  open-air.  drop  method  of  anesthesia  into 
the  surgical  de])artment  of  the  Johns  Ho|)kins  Hos])ital. 
of  the  supreme  challenge  of  his  career  when  he  had  com- 
pleted only  nine  months  of  hospital  ajqirenticeship,  and 
of  two  of  his  original  major  operative  procedures.  His 
memory  for  the  details  of  iiis  career  is  amazing. 

Equally  fascinating  is  his  vivid  description  of  the 
Big  Four  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  medical  faculty,  men 
whose  names  continue  to  loom  large  in  the  ainials  of 
medical  history:  William  H,  Welch,  William  Osier. 
William  Stewart  Halsted,  and  Howard  Atwood  Kelly, 
He  was  "in  daily  contact  with  the  most  competent  and 
stimulating  group   of  medical  educators  in  America,"' 

Hampden-Sydney  alumni  will  be  especially  interested 
in  Dr,  Richardson's  cbajjtei-s  on  his  experiences  in 
Farmville  and  Hampden-Sydney,  He  says  of  Farmville: 
"It  would  be  ditticult  to  lind  a  more  delightful  place 
in  wliich  to  live,  both  because  of  the  spontaneous  and 
genuine  hos])itality  of  its  I'itizens  and  notably,  becau.se 
of  their  exceptionally  high  average  intelligence.  This 
latter  asset  is  to  be  attributed  directly  to  the  fact  that 
for  several  generations  they  have  been  subjected  to  the 
combined  beneficent  influences  of  a  large  State  Teacli- 
ers'  College  in  their  midst,  and  of  proud  old  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  six  miles  distant  which,  since  its  found- 
ing in  ITTf).  has  jealously  guarded  and  steadfastly  main- 
tained the  unsurpassed  excellence  of  her  scholarship  both 
for  tile  benefit  of  her  niatriculates.  and  because  her 
graduates  bave  made  imnic-isiirablc  cmitriliutions  to  the 
welfare  of  our  nation." 

Dr,  Richard.son  has  many  a  humorous  tale  to  tell  in- 
volving the  faculty  and  students  of  those  waning  years 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  It  was  a  time  when  "fhe  ap- 
pearance of  an  attractive-looking  damsel  on  the  campus. 
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acwimpanied  by  i-liaperone  or  escort,''  would  evoke  lusty 
cries  of  "C'-A-L-I-C-O  I'",  repeated  over  and  over  again. 
(This  quaint  custom  was  still  in  vogue  in  the  1920's  hut 
had  disappeared  at  least  by  the  late  1930's.  AVhy  these 
mysterious  and  sudden  changes  in  college  ways?) 

Dr.  Kichardson  obviously  has  a  great  fondness  for 
his  "grand  old  college",  and  Hampden-Sydney  has 
reci]n'ocated  this  feeling.  Dr.  Richardson  received  an 
honiirary  LL.D.  from  his  alma  mater  in  1921.  and  was 
initiated  into  the  Hanijiden-Sydney  circle  of  Oinicron 
Delta  Kapj)a  in  192().  Once  again  the  College  woubl 
like  to  express  its  ])ri(l(>  in  the  distinguished  career  of 
a  distiniruished  son.

llai-pcr  &  Brotliers  ha\e  I'ecently  published  a  new 
vdlunie  in  their  Historical  Series.  'The  Peuplex  of  tlw 
Aiirii'iil  Wiirld.  by  Jose]ih  Ward  Swain.  Professor  of 
History  at  tiie  Tniversity  of  Illinois,  and  William  II. 
Armstrong.  Master  of  Ancient  History,  Kent  School. 
Mr.  Armstrong  is  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Class 
i)f    19.3(i. 

This  Vdlunie.  intended  I'oi'  the  nun-specialist  and 
basically  an  introduction  to  ancient  history,  is  written 
in  the  light  of  recent  discoveries.  As  the  title  indicates, 
it  is  not  sim])ly  a  history  of  thi-  (ireeks  and  Romans 
but  a  history  of  the  pe(i[)les  and  ci\  ilizations  of  the 
whole  ancient  world  from  the  earliest  civilizations  of  the 
Near  East  to  the  "fall  of  Rome.""  One  interesting  section 
deals  with  the  latter  subject.  Swain  and  Armstrong  do 
not  u])hold  the  traditional  476  as  the  date  of  the 
"fall"  nor  do  they  feel  that  it  was  the  result  of  the 
liarliarian  invasions  earlier  in  the  fifth  century.  By  that 
time  Rome  had  proceeded  far  along  the  road  of  decline 
and  the  barliarian  invasions  and  rulers  constituted 
simply  a  final  blow  to  an  already  crumbling  empire. 

.Vfter  a  brief  discussion  of  various  schools  of  thought 
concerning  the  time  of  the  onset  of  decline,  the  authors 
state  that  a  given  society  adapts  and  alters  its  heritage 
from  the  past  to  meet  its  needs.  Because  of  the  intro- 
duction of  new  and  useful  things  and  ideas,  the  result 
either  of  inventions  or  of  borrowings  from  other  societies 
of  different  heritage,  certain  periods  are  more  "glorious" 
than  others.  "The  heirs  of  such  periods  then  attempt  to 
perfect  a  social  organization  based  on  this  new  know- 
ledge. The  more  intricate  this  social  organization  be- 
comes, the  greater  the  likelihood  of  its  colla])se  or  of  its 
domination  by  routine  bureaucrats."  However,  as  Swain 
and  Arnisti'ong  ])oint  out,  there  is  never  a  total  collapse 
of  a  culture,  each  generation  is  never  conij)letely  free 
of  the  influence  of  the  past.  Thus  we  can  never  com- 
pletely escape  the  lieritage  of  the  ancient  world,  a 
heritage  clearly  set  forth  in  this  volume.  The  culture  of 
tile  Western  world  has  been  strongly  influenced  by  the 
achievements  of  the  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans  in  the 
fields  of  art.  ])hiIosophy.  literature,  and  law.  while  many 
of  oui-  moral  and  religious  conce]its  ha\e  liceii  deriviMJ 
from  till'  civilizations  of  the  Near  East. 

Mr.  Armstrong  lias  presented  to  the  College  Library  a 
co|)y  of  this  volume  "in  memory  of  Dr.  David  C.  A\'ilson. 
witliout  whose  early  inspiration  this  book  might  not  have 
been  written." 


In  addition  to  a  number  of  poems.  Mr.  Armstrong- 
has  had  two  previous  books  published:  Study  is  Hard 
Worh  and  Through  Troubled  Waterx,  which  has  been 
translated  into  German.  He  is  also  a  manuscript  reader 
for  the  Religious  Book  department  of  Harper  and 
Brothers,  and  a  reviewer  of  books  in  the  field  of 
Hebrew.  Greek,  and  Roman  history  for  the  New  York 
Times  Btxik  Review.

Dr.  Allan  discusses  the  opportunities  open  to  all  high 
school  graduates,  dealing  jiarticularly  with  that  large 
number  of  students  who  will  not  enter  college  .  .  .  file 
small  percentage  who  are  not  college  material  but  who 
can  find  useful  and  gainful  emjiloyment ;  those  who  are 
financially  unable  to  get  a  college  education  :  those  who 
enter  the  armed  services  where  educational  advantages 
are  oft'ered  :  the  ])hysically  liaiidicap]ied,  who  have  op- 
portunities in  workshoi>s  or  rehabilitation  centers:  and 
those  who  choose  to  enter  industrial  or  business  training 
institutes.  To  all  of  these  groups  Dr.  Allan  has  tiiis  to 
say:  "All  of  us  need  to  understand  the  vast  and  wonder- 
ful universe  in  which  God  lias  placed  ns  and  to  have 
held  before  our  eyes  the  'habitual  vision  of  greatness.' 
This  is  a  lifelong  educational  pi'ocess."  He  ))oiiits  out 
the  fai't  that  all  high  school  graduates  can.  through 
reading,  i-ouiid  out  their  education. 

In  pointing  to  the  fine  work  being  done  through  the 
|)rogram  of  Guidance  Centers.  Dr.  Allan  refers  his 
readers  to  the  aims  anil  purposes  of  the  ten  Presbyterian 
Centers  established  for  all  those  who  are  seeking  to  find 
a  life  work  in  relation  to  the  service  of  society  and  the 
finding  of  his  own  place  within  God's  plan. 

In  conclusion  Dr.  Allan  WTites:  "Finally,  he  [the 
student]  is  urged  to  seek  God's  guidance  for  his  life- 
work  through  earnest  prayer.  He  is  thus  enabled  to 
make  a  wise  decision  and  dedicate  his  unique  capabilities 
to  the  service  of  his  day  and  generation.  Within  the 
framework  of  such  a  life  ]ilan.  a  wise  selection  of  voca- 
tional training  can  be  made  regardless  of  college  or  the 
decision   not  to   i;o  to  collei,'e."

Association.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Moorefield  Presbyterian 
Church. 

In  1896  Mr.  Chipley  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Baker,  who  died 
in  1909.  In  1910  he  wes  married  to  Miss  Anne  Cunningham,  who 
survives. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  a  funeral  home  in  Moorefield  and 
burial  was  in  Olivet  Cemetery. 

Survivors,  in  addition  to  his  wife,  are  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Carroll  Boggs,  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  Mrs.  Irvin  Warder, 
Parkersburg,  West  Virginia;  three  sons,  John  Dixon  Chipley,  Jr., 
Moorefield,  Joe  Chipley,  Perrine,  Florida,  and  Albert  Chipley, 
Frostburg,  Maryland;  four  grandchildren;  and  two  great-grand- 
children.

Funeral  services  "were  held  at  the  Clifton  Presbyterian  Church 
and  were  conducted  by  the  Reverend  J.  D.  Arbuckle,  '34,  and 
Dr.  R.  A.  Pfrangle.  Burial  was  in  the  church  cemetery. 

MacMILLAN.  Dr.  Jason  L.  MacMillan,  pastor  emeritus  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  died  on  April  28,  1959, 
following  a  heart  attack.  He  was  seventy-seven  years  old. 

Dr.  MacMillan  was  born  in  Cedarville,  Ohio,  the  son  of  James 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Murdock  MacMillan.  He  attended  Tarkio  Col- 
lege and  Princeton  Seminary.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Tusculum  College,  King  College, 
and   Cedarville   College. 

Before  going  to  Norfolk  in  1925,  Dr.  MacMillan  had  served 
churches  in  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  New  York,  and  in  Abingdon, 
Virginia.  During  the  years  in  Norfolk  he  had  been  moderator  of 
the  Norfolk  Presbytery  and  a  member  of  its  Home  Missions 
Committee.  He  was  best  known  for  his  success  in  coordinating 
the  efforts  of  all  the  churches  and  synagogues  in  the  community 
toward  several  projects.  One  of  these  was  the  organization  of 
the  United  Preaching  Mission,  for  which  he  was  directly  respon- 
sible. He  retired  as  pastor  of  the  First  Church  in  1950  and  since 
that  time  had  been  active  as  a  supply  minister  in  the  Norfolk 
area.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  v^ras  heading  a  canvass  of 
homes  in  a  new  development  to  determine  how  many  persons 
were  not  being  served  by  any  church. 

From  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1933  until  1957,  Dr.  MacMillan 
served  faithfully  as  a  member  of  this  body. 
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The  following  tribute  is  taken  from  an  editorial  which  appeared 
at  the  time  of  Dr.  MacMillan's  death  in  a  Norfolk  newspaper: 
".  .  .  In  his  years  in  Norfolk,  Dr.  MacMillan  not  only  performed 
with  distinction  the  role  of  minister  and  preacher  and  servant  of 
his  people,  but  he  performed  the  role  of  good  citizen,  as  well.  .  .  . 
His  life  abounded  in  kindliness  and  good  words.  The  city  in 
which  he  spent  most  of  his  ministry  was  enriched  by  his  devoted 
service,  and  must  experience  a  profound  sense  of  loss  at  his 
death." 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Nellie  Rankin;  two 
daughters,  Miss  Theresa  MacMillan  of  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Mrs.  Martha  Simple  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  three  sons, 
Robert  Rankin  MacMillan  of  Norfolk,  Dr.  James  MacMillan,  '33, 
of  Richmond,  and  David  Gavin  MacMillan  of  Vero  Beach,  Florida. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Norfolk,  with  burial  in  Forest  Lawn  Cemetery, 

NUCKOLS.  Irwin  Matthew  Nuckols,  Jr.,  '57,  was  killed  in  May 
when  his  training  plane  crashed  near  a  Texas  Air  Force  base. 
Details  will  appear  in  a  subsequent  issue  of  The  Record. 

PATTON.  Albert  Fuller  Patton,  '04,  died  at  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Danville,  Virginia,  on  June  3,  1959.  He  was  seventy-five  years 
old. 

Mr.  Patton  was  a  native  of  Danville.  He  was  educated  in  the 
Danville  Public  Schools,  Danville  Military  Academy,  and  Hamp- 
den-Sydney.  A  member  of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity  and  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa  leadership  fraternity,  Mr.  Patton  was  also  the  recipient 
of  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  and  was  listed  in 
Who's  Who  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Patton  was  president  of  three 
Danville  firms:  Patton,  Temple  and  Williamson,  insurance  and  real 
estate  agents;  the  Mutual  Savings  and  Loan  Association;  and 
the  Danville  Warehouse  Company.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board 
of  Danville  Knitting  Mills  and  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank 
and  the  Danville  Traction  and  Power  Company.  He  was  a  trustee 
of  Stratford  College.  From  1938  to  1958  he  served  as  a  member 
of   the   Board   of  Trustees   of   Hampden-Sydney   College. 

Mr.  Patton  entered  business  in  the  insurance  department  of  the 
Peoples  Savings  Bank  and  Trust  Company  in  1904,  and  two  years 
later  formed  a  partnership  with  W.  C.  Noell.  In  1910  the  firm 
was  consolidated  with  the  Williamson  and  Temple  firm  under 
the  name  of  Patton,  Temple  and  Williamson.  He  was  a  trustee  and 
elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  a  member  of  Roman 
Eagle  Lodge,  the  Elks  Club,  and  the  Danville  Golf  Club. 

During  World  War  I  Mr.  Patton  served  at  the  Officer's  Train- 
ing School  at  Camp  Lee.  In  1941  he  v^as  appointed  by  Governor 
James  H.  Price  as  chairman  of  the  Southern  Regional  Defense 
Council. 

Mr.  Patton  was  unmarried.  One  brother,  William  Fearn  Patton, 
'03,  survives. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  with  burial  in  Green  Hill  Cemetery.  Paul  Tulane 
Atkinson,  '07,  and  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  '50,  attended  the  services 
as  representatives  of  the  College. 

Editorial  comments  in  the  Danville  newspapers  were  high  in 
praise  of  Mr.  Patton's  community  service.  The  following  excerpts 
'ndicate  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held:  "The  death  of 
Albert  Patton  removes  one  of  the  last  of  that  group  of  strongminded 
men  who  gave  inspiration  to  Danville's  progress.  The  depth 
of  his  character  and  the  recognition  of  his  abilities  are  v^rell 
in  evidence  as  one  scans  the  organizations  which  called  him  in 
for  wise  counsel.  He  was  rarely  in  the  public  print  but  he  made 
a  solid  contribution  to  community  progress  and  v^ras  invariably 
found  enrolled  in  the  worthy  civic  projects  as  well  as  those  in  the 
field  of  religion  and  culture.  .  .  .  Many  a  man  goes  to  his  grave 
with  his  good  works  unrecognized  except  by  those  privileged  to 
have  been  identified  with  him  at  work,  and  able  to  assess  h^'s 
accomplishments.  In  the  case  of  Albert  Patton  the  old  inscription 
which  has  been  applied  to  many  worthy  men  and  women  still 
holds  good,  —  "If  you  seek  his  monument,  look  around  you." 

RAWLINGS.  Herbert  Sidney  Rawlings,  '19.  The  following  informa- 
tion was  received  from  William  C.  Pancake,  '10:  "Herbert  Sidney 
Rawlings  has  lived  for  years  in  the  far  south.  I  saw  an  account 
of  his  death  a  month  or  so  ago  in  the  Staunton  paper." 

REED.  Pleasant  Larus  Reed,  II,  '35,  died  at  his  home  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  on  April  6,  1959.  His  death  was  attributed  to  a 
heart  attack.

He  had  formerly  served  as  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  southern  division.  National  Paper  Box  Manufacturers 
Association. 

Mr.  Reed  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
Other  activities  included  membership  in  the  Commonwealth  Club, 
the   Country   Club   of   Virginia,   and   the   sales   Executive   Club. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Emma  Stimson  Reed;  three  sons, 
P.  L.  Reed,  III,  a  student  at  Northwestern  University,  and  Douglas 
C.  and  Thomas  S.  Reed,  both  of  Richmond;  three  brothers.  Dr. 
John  H.  Reed,  Jr.,  '24,  Dr.  Wellord  C.  Reed,  '31.  and  Stanley  P. 
Reed,  all  of  Richmond;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Cornelia  Reed  Fowlkes  of 
Baltimore   and   Mrs.   Jane   Reed   Goshorn   of   Goochland   County. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Hollywood  Cemetery,  Richmond, 
with   burial   there. 

Mr.  Reed  was  a  nephew  of  the  late  Pleasant  Larus  Reed,  former 
president  of  Larus  and  Brother  Tobacco  Company,  who  died  in 
1951  and  who  for  many  years  was  the  owner  of  "Chelsea",  historic 
estate  in  King  William  County.

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
employed  as  an  engineer  with  the  Libbey-Owens-Ford  Glass 
Company  of  Toledo,  Ohio.  He  v/as  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
lodge,  American  Society  of  Chemical  Engineers,  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  the  Maumee  Presbyterian  Church. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Florence  Alexander  Ruffner,  his 
mother,  and  a  son,  John  Kemper  Ruffner.  Funeral  services  were 
held    in    Charleston,    with    burial    there. 

SMITH.  Herman  Edward  Smith,  affectionately  remembered  as 
"Red",  died  at  Duke  University  Hospital  on  Friday,  May  8,  1959, 
following  an  illness  of  several  months.  He  was  fifty-two  years  old.

Mr.  Smith  was  born  at  Mountville,  South  Carolina,  the  son  of 
the  late  Frank  Conway  Smith  and  Mrs.  Mattie  Adams  Smith.  He 
received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Furman  University  in  1926  and 
his  master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  He  married 
the   former   Miss   Helen   Brabbam   of   Manning,   South   Carolina. 

Mr.  Smith  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1929  as  professor  of 
physical  education  and  athletic  assistant.  Under  athletic  director 
Charles  A.  Bernier,  he  was  named  head  coach  and  upon  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Bernier  was  made  athletic  director.  He  held 
this  position  until  March,  1942,  when  he  left  the  College  in  order 
that  he  might  accept  work  in  the  Physical  Education  Department 
of  the  Naval  Reserve.  Subsequently,  Mr.  Smith  served  on  the 
athletic  staffs  at  The  Citadel  in  Charleston  and  at  Furman  Uni- 
versity.

Hampden-Sydney 
entered  the  game  with  a  perfect  6-0  M-D  slate;  Macon 
was  also  undefeated  in  the  league.  The  Jackets  started 
their  ace,  Mac  Felts,  who  was  at  the  time  the  state's 
leading  pitcher.  Coach  Milam  ta]ii)ed  Hawker  to  pitch 
for   Ham])den-Sydney.    Hawker   twirled   a   masterpiece. 


shutting  out  the  hapless  Jackets  on  three  hits,  as  the 
Bengals  went  on  to  win  the  game  2-0. 

Five  days  later  at  Death  Valley  the  same  teams  met 
for  a  rematch  with  the  same  men  on  the  mound.  This 
time  Hawker  again  pitched  a  three  hitter  and  the  Tigers 
chased  Felts  in  winning  the  clincher,  6-2. 

Stepping  out  of  the  league  and  into  the  Southern 
Conference,  Milam's  Bengals  engaged  Weenie  Miller's 
V.  M.  I.  Kedets  on  Saturday  May  2.  Milam  tapped 
junior  Lew  Drew  to  pitch  for  the  Tigers.  Drew  hurled 
a  steady  game  and  the  Bengal  bats  boomed  in  pinning 
a  14-4  trouncing  on   V.   M.   L 

A  week  later  at  Bridgewater,  the  Tiger  clinched  the 
Little  Eight  title  with  a  T-4  victory  over  the  Bridgewater 
Eagles. 

On  the  15th  and  lOtli,  Hampden-Sydney  traveled  to 
Baltimore  in  quest  of  its  fourth  consecutive  title.  The 
Tigers  split  the  Friday  doubleheader  at  Loyola.  Tiger 
ace  Leon  Hawker  threw  a  three-hitter  in  the  first  game, 
but  lost  1-0  as  his  mates  failed  to  score  a  run.  Willie 
Pierce  and  the  Tiger  bats  took  over  in  the  second  game 
which  ended  10-3  with  the  Tigers  on  top. 

Coach  ililam  called  on  Drew  to  pitch  the  ci-ucial 
championshi]!  game.  Drew  rose  to  the  occasion,  hurling  a 
four-hitter,  Bengal  batters  unleashed  a  l)arrage  of  extra 
base  hits  featured  by  Hawker's  round  trippcT  to  win  the 
game  in  convincing  fashion  11-3.

Dr.  Dabney  and  College  Church 

Viitlcr  the  title  "The  I'leacher  Vho  Desii/iicd  Fmir 
Cliurelies",  Hnhert  Clmeiu-e  lirailshair.  'St),  has  u-ritten  mi 
ilhiiiiinating  article  about  Dr.  liohcrt  Lewis  Dahneij.  Class  of 
JH'lO,  '■inineteeiith-ceiiliiry  ^'iryillia's  oiitstaiidiiiy  theologian", 
trho  ■'iras  enoiii/h  of  an  architect  to  proriile  plans  fur  the  linild- 
ing  or  renorution  of  four  Preshgtcrian  rliurclies  that  still 
stand."

Rolicrt  Lewis  Daljney  was  widely  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  brilliant,  most  gifted  of  Virginia's  sons  who  were  living 
about  a  century  ago.  'Ihis  native  of  Louisa  County  exerted  an 
influence  that  extended  throughout  the  South.  One  of  the  most 
eloquent  and  ])opular  divines  of  his  troubled  generation,  he 
was  for  thirty  years,  1853-188.3.  a  professor  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  which  was  then  located  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  The  impact  of  his  theology  remained  ettVctive  long 
after,  in  quest  of  a  milder  climate,  he  left  the  Seminary  to 
teach  moral  ]ihiloso])hy  in  the  University  of  Texas:  his  sui-- 
cessors  continued  luitil  1930  to  use  the  stanclily  Calvinistic 
textlxjok  on  systematic  theology  tliat  he  iiad  written  for  his 
course. 

Dr.  Dabney's  influence  was  not  confined  to  his  preicliing  and 
theology.  As  the  author  of  the  first  pretentious,  authorita- 
tive biography  of  "Stonewall"  Jackson,  wliom  he  had  served 
as  chief  of  staff'  for  a  short  while  in  l.S(i2,  and  as  an 
unrepentant  apologist  for  secession  and  the  Confederacy  (he 
hail  been  a  Union  man  until  the  election  of  President  Lincoln), 
he  was  lield  in  high  esteem  by  all  who  felt  sym])atlief ic  toward 
the  Confederate  tradition.  Moreover,  he  consistently  reached 
various  audiences  through  addresses,  many  other  books,  and 
countless  articles  of  every  kind. 

A  thoroughgoing  conservative  in  religion,  politic^,  and  s^ici- 
ological  outlook  was  Dr.  Dabney.  By  the  sheer  force  of  his 
intellect,  the  vigorous  conviction  with  which  he  spoke  and 
wrote,  and  the  eloi|Uence  of  his  expressions  he  did  much  to 
counteract  in  the  .Southern  mind  tlie  liberalizing  influence  of 
.leH'erson  and  Madison  and  the  forward-looking  social  concern 
of  Dr.  .John  Holt  Rice,  the  first  real  builder  of  Union 
Seminary.  To  ,Southern  conservatism,  which  flowered  in  his 
day  as  if  in  reaction  against  the  more  oi)en-minded  atmos- 
phere of  .Jefl'erson's  and  Rice's  generation,  Dalmey  gave 
philosophical    respectability   and   Justitication.    .    .    . 

His  continuing  influence  for  conservatism  is  not  Dr.  Dabney's 
only  memorial.  He  left  visible,  tangible  monuments  to  his 
versatile  genius  in  several  Presbyterian  clmrches  that  he  de- 
sigiu'd :    ITinkliag   Spring   Presliyterian    Church;    Briery,   near 


Keysville;  the  Farmville  Church;  and  College  Church  at 
Hampden-.Sydney],  .  .  . 

Tile  earliest  place  of  worship  at  Hampden-Sydney  had  Ijeen 
the  College  Hall.  In  1819  the  college  bought  four  acres  of  land 
from  the  president.  Dr.  iloses  Hoge,  and  built  a  church  on 
tluit  ]dot.  In  March.  1958.  Dr.  Dabney  and  Dr.  Benjamin 
Mosliy  .Smith  of  the  Seminary  faculty  were  installed  as  joint 
pastors  of  College  Cluirch.  Their  preaching  attracted  congrega- 
tions that  overtaxed  the  capacity  of  the  building,  which  has 
lieen  described  as  "a  substantial,  ill-contrived  structure  with 
'Sa.xon  arches  of  brick.'  "  An  architect  who  was  consulted  ad- 
vised that  he  could  rearrange  the  seating  to  accommodate 
comfortably  all  the  white  people  of  the  congregation.  Such 
an  arrangement  would  exclude  its  Negro  worslii|X"rs.  Its  Ses- 
sion would  not  agree  to  that  effect. 

In  order  to  provide  room  for  worshipers  of  lioth  races,  the 
congregation  decided  to  build  an  entirely  new  church.  Although 
the  membership  in  18ti()  was  only  152.  the  new  building  was 
planned  for  5UU  white  and  300  Xegro  worshi])ers,  the  latter 
in  the  spacious  gallery  at  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  the 
sanctuary.  Dr.  Dabney  drew  the  ])lans  and  superintended  the 
construction   of  the  new   facility   in    1860. 

His  basic  concept  was  the  same  as  that  which  he  had  used 
at  Tinkling  Spring  eleven  years  earlier.  College  Cluirch  was  a 
rectangular,  brick  auditorium.  On  each  side  and  slightly  re- 
cessed between  graceful  pilasters  were  finir  tall  windows  to 
give  light  both  to  tlie  main  floor  and  to  the  balcony.  There 
was  his  typical,  two-columned  portico,  sheltered  by  a  gable 
extending  forward  from  the  liip  roof.  The  co-pastor  conceived 
also  a  front  tower  that  would  lie  in  harmony  with  the  pro- 
portions of  this  pillared  vestibule  and  would  give  "finish  and 
impressiveness"  to  the  whole  facade.  But  in  this  respect  his 
dream  exceeded  the  resources  of  the  small  congregation.  The 
result,  more  squat  than  he  intended,  was  pleasing  neverthe- 
less; so  no  tower  has  been  added  even  in  the  years  of  postwar 
recovery  and  of  today's  much  larger  membership.  The  facade 
differs  also  from  tliat  of  the  Farmville  Church  in  having  two 
entrances,  instead  of  one.  to  the  main  floor  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  roof  and  gable. 

The  interior  of  College  Church  is  notable  for  classic  lines 
and  simple  but  tasteful  trim.  The  focal  point  and  chief  glory 
of  the  interior  is  the  high  pulpit,  an  ajiprojiriate  feature  in  a 
plan  drawn  by  an  architect  who  was  himself  a  master 
preacher.  Much  broader  than  the  usual  pulpit,  it  occupies  the 
commanding  place  in  the  sanctuary.  As  the  preaching  of  the 
Word  is  central  in  the  Protestant  tradition  and  especially  in 
Calvinistic  tlieology,  so  it  was  central  also  in  Dr.  Dabney's 
concept  of  ])ublic  worship.  He  made  his  massive  pulpit  at 
Hampden-Sydney  symbolical.  .  .  . 

Dr.  Dabney  respected  the  not  uncommon  disapproval  among 
Virginia  Presbyterians  in  his  day  of  the  use  of  instrumental 
music  in  their  churches.  In  an  lS4(i  letter  he  commented  that 
melody  could  have  teaching  value  if  tunefulness  and  truth 
were  associated  and  that  the  church  had  a  duty  to  set  the 
psalms  to  music;  but  he  added  remarks  strongly  condemning 
instrumental  music.  ...  A  Hampden-Sydney  tradition  has 
it  that  the  strong-minded  preacher-architect  deliberately  de- 
signed College  Church  in  such  a  way  that  no  such  sinful 
thing  as  an  organ  could  be  put  in  it.  Not  until  about  1890 
or  1892,  some  seven  or  eight  years  after  Dr.  Dabney  had 
moveil  to  Texas,  was  instrumental  music  introduced  first  into 
College  Church,  then  into  the  chajiel  of  the  Seniinarv.  When 
a  pipe  organ  was  installed  in  College  Church,  in  1929,  the  only 
place  it  could  possibly  be  ])ut,  without  doing  severe  damage 
to  the   lines  of   the   sanctuary,   was   in   the   rear  balcony.   .   .   . 

Unlike  .letl'erson  in  his  conservative  cast  of  mind,  Dabney 
was  like  that  part-time  architect  in  deimuistrating  the  ideal 
of  a  cultured  gentleman  as  one  who  could  ihi  any  numlier  of 
difl'erent  kinds  of  useful  things  and  do  them  well.  In  the 
churches  sketched  on  Dr.  Daliney's  drawing  board  we  find  a 
fine  sense  of  ]iroportion  and  symmetry;  in  no  detail  is  there 
lack  of  balance  or  ungainly  ponderousness.  All  reveal  the 
preacher-architect's  concern  for  materials  and  workmanship 
of  superior  quality.  All  reflect  a  taste  both  refined  and  chaste, 
an  eye  for  beauty  in  line  and  decoration,  a  beauty  in  which 
simplicity   is    implicit.

Tile  present  pipe  oifiaii.  a  Lewis  and  Hitclicock  of 
lovely  tone,  was  installed  in  CoUeije  Church  in  192(1. 
It  was  the  gift  of  Mrs.  I'arrie  (iilliani  Morton,  in 
memory  of  her  Imsband.  William  Smith  Morton.  It 
replaced  a  small  reed  organ  that  had  been  in  use  for 
some  years.  Dr.  Dalmey  would  probably  have  approved 
of  neither.

Upsilon  Chapter,  Kappa  Sigma 

Dr.  E.  Randolph  Trice.  '^3.  hn.i  written  a  "Brief  History  of 
I  /isitoii  Chapter",  irhich  was  printed  last  year  in  a  handsome 
booklet  celebratinn  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  found- 
inff  of  the  Chapter.  An  important  part  of  the  history  of 
llatnpden-Sydiney  Colleye  is  refleeted  in  the  history  of  its 
fraternities,  anil  it  is  a  pleasure  to  print  cxecrpts  from  Dr. 
Trice's  account  heloir.  In  the  course  of  his  history,  he  pays  tri- 
hiile  to  the  late  .lutlge  John  Marion  Hnrl.  'SO.  of  lioanoke.  one 
of  tlie  fowndiny  tnenibers.  irliose  "ririd  ineni-ories  of  the  ercnts 
during  the  early  days  of  the  Upsilon  Chapter  have  been 
utilized  to  record  the  history  of  the  fraternity,  flis  notes, 
written  by  hand  in  l!l-'i7.  hare  .lerved  as  the  bnckyroiind  for 
much  of  this  historical  sketch." 

Hami)den-Sydney  College  in  1S83  consist*'d  essentially  of 
"the  College  Building"  (Cushing  Hall)  and  a  few  adjacent 
buildings,  including  "Tlie  Alamo".  Across  from  the  college 
campus  was  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  what  is  now 
X'enable  Hall.  The  college  student  body  numbered  forty-nine. 
The  times  were  still  austere  as  a  result  of  the  "reconstruction" 
fcdiowing  the  fall  of  the  Confederacy.  But  times  were  chang- 
ing. President  .1.  il.  P.  Atkinson,  who  had  led  "his  boys"  at 
the  battle  of  Rich  Mountain,  had  been  in  ]ioor  health  for 
several  years  before  his  death  in  1882.  and  direction  of  the 
College  had  lagged.  However,  the  session  of  l8S.'i-84  opened 
auspiciously  under  the  new  President.  Dr.  Richard  .Mcllwaine, 
with  an  increaseil  student  body  and  a  vision  of  more  prosperous 
times  to  come.  Into  this  new  era,  l'|)silon  Chapter  of  Kappa 
Sigma  was  born  otiicially  on  November   14,   1883. 

The  story  of  the  foun<ling  of  Kappa  Sigma  at  Hamjiden- 
Sydney  really  began  with  a  chance  meeting  on  the  train  in 
the  fall  of  1883  between  Alexander  \A!e  Bondurant.  a  stu- 
dent at  the  College,  and  Stephen  Alonzo  .lackson,  Worthy 
(irand  Prociu'ator  of  Kap|ia  Sigma.  .lackson,  known  as  the 
"second  founder"  of  the  fraternity,  was  actively  engaged  in 
establishing  new  chapters  of  Kappa  .Sigma  as  fast  as  he  could. 
He  was  a  very  enthusiastic  and  jiersuasive  ]ierson.  The  result 
of  this  meeting  was  that  Bondurant  returned  to  the  C<dlege 
and  recruite<l  William  Taylor  Thayer,  .Jr.,  George  Keats 
Mason.  .John  Harvey  Hull,  and  .John  Marion  Hart,  all  stu- 
dents who  were  not  associated  with  any  of  the  several 
fraternities  already  represented  at  the  College.  Hart  in  turn 
pledged  three  of  his  friends.  .James  Gustavus  Hankins, 
Edmund  (ieorge  I.,ind.  and  .James  William  Gray,  who  were 
students  at  nearby  Prince  Edward  Academy  and  who  expected 
to  enter  the  College  for  the  next  term.  These  eight,  .  .  .  the 
charter  members  of  I'psilon  Chapter,  hastily  formed  a  local 
fraternity.  Phi  ilu  Gamma,  and  petitioned  Kappa  Sigma  for 
a  charter  in  October,  1883.  .Jackson  arrived  the  next  month  to 
initiate  the  eight  young  men  into  Kappa  Sigma.  Upsilon 
C  ha]iter  incidentally  became  the  first  chapter  in  Kappa  Sigma 
to  develop  from  a  "local",  a  procedure  which  is  fairlv  standard 
today. 

.Stephen  .Jackson  arrived  on  the  Hill  on  November  15,  1883, 
full  of  the  enthusiasm  which  was  his  trademark.  The  initiation 


was  performed  in  Bondurant's  room  in  fourth  passage  Cushing 
Hall  [not  first  passage,  where  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Pla(pie 
was  placed!.  'I he  ceremony  caused  quite  a  stir  on  the  Hill 
because  a  campus  tradition  was  liroken  by  the  initiation  of 
the  three  "preps"  (Hankins,  Lind.  and  Gray)  who  were  not 
yet  actually  enrolled  in  the  College,  and  who  were  being 
sought  after  by  the  other  fraternities.  In  the  midst  of  the 
initiation  a  group  of  students  demonstrated  out  in  the  hall 
against  the  procedure,  and  Bondurant  is  said  to  have  fired 
several  shots  over  their  heads  to  "restore  order".  .Jackson 
reprinuinded  him  for  "wasting  ammunition"  and  the  initiation 
continued  without  further  interruption.  Tn  .lanuary,  1881, 
Wentuorth  Holt  T<'rrv  was  initiated,  and  Kappa  Sigma 
finished  out  its  first  year  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  better 
strength  than  s(une  of  the  established  fraternities  on  the 
campus.  .  .  . 

By  1890,  fraternity  life  had  developed  a  pattern.  Each 
fraternity  had  a  meeting  room  in  the  Ccdiege  building.  Kappa 
Sigma  met  on  the  fourth  floor,  first  passage,  in  what  is  still 
known  as  the  "Chapter  Room".  After  the  formal  meeting 
(bised.  an  informal  "feed"  was  held.  Food  from  home  plus 
provisions  from  nearby  Venable's  Store  was  shared  by  the 
nieml)ers.  One  member  recalled  later  that  though  these  "feeds" 
were  hardly  mine  than  snacks,  tliey  seemed  like  banquets  to 
the  boys  at  the  time.  Few  students  left  the  campus  except  for 
Christnuis  and  sunnner  holidays,  so  that  it  was  inevitable 
that  the  fraternities  would  gradually  develop  more  of  a  .social 
program  for  members.  .  .  . 

Perhajis  the  greatest  event  during  [the  1910's]  was  the  con- 
struction in  the  summer  of  19  IB  of  a  fraternity  lodge 
through  the  efi'orts  of  Fred  C.  Owen,  Upsilon's  treasurer.  The 
lodge  was  located  on  a  lot  just  behind  the  present  fraternity 
house.  Kappa  Sigma  became  the  second  fraternity  to  move 
out  of  Cushing  Hall  into  a  fraternity  house. 

After  the  armistice  of  1918.  there  was  another  increase  in 
the  student  body  at  the  College  and  a  corresjuinding  increase 
in  the  size  of  the  fraternity.  Except  for  Mid-Winter  Dances, 
there  was  little  social  activity  on  the  Hill  during  the  wet 
and  dreary  winter  season.  In  the  early  192ll's  Kapjia  Sigma 
decided  to  break  the  monotony  by  organizing  a  Saturday  night 
B.  \".  D.  I  Big  Victr(da  Dance).  Cars  were  hired  and  meml>ers 
dispatched  to  Farmville  to  bring  in  the  local  belles.  These 
afi'airs  ]iroved  so  pojnilar  that  they  soon  attracted  men  from 
the  other  fraternities  and  outgrew  the  space  in  the  fraternity 
lodge.  The  Comity  Club  (which  stood  on  the  site  of  the 
present  post  office)  then  liecame  the  scene  of  the  annual  Kappa 
Sigma  .Sjiring  Party.  .Several  other  fraternities  later  followed 
suit,  and  for  the  next  two  decades  the  spring  parties  high- 
lighted the  social  calendar  at  the  College,  attracting  many 
alumni  and  brothers  from  other  chapters.  .  .  . 

The  fraternities,  and  especially  Kappa  Sigma,  attained  a 
new  ])rinninence  in  cam(tus  life  (luring  this  time.  The  Sjtring 
Party  and  otlier  social  activities  anil  intranniral  competition 
ainuist  brought  an  end  to  the  literary  societies,  wliich  liad 
formerly  been   the  center  of  extracurricular  activity.   .   .   . 

Now.  seventy-five  years  later,  Upsilon  Chapter  of  Kappa 
iSigma  continues  the  tradition  of  Bondurant.  Thayer,  Hart, 
and  the  others — that  of  light-hearted  fun  and  informality 
combined  with  a  serious  sense  of  oliligation  to  continue  campus 
leadership  while  ])ursuing  the  important  job  of  getting  a  col- 
lege education.
